New Plant In Saskatchewan Will Have 
a Capacity Of Nearly 70,000 
Tons Yearly 

In a report lo Commissioner T. M.. 
Molloy, of the Bureau of Labor and 
Industries,- W. H. Hastings, the bu¬ 
reau’s engineer, states that the n<sw 
sodium sulphate plant north of the 
town of Fusilier, which is west of 
Kerrobert, will have a capacity of 
nearly 70,000 tons yearly. The pow¬ 
er plant is finished and in operation, 
and the machinery is fast being placed 
in the dryer and other buildings. 

A new method of making crystal 
on the lakos has been worked out by 
C. Heathcote, the designer and man¬ 
ager. When formed the crystal will 
be harvested and a stock pile built 
on the lake _itself. The crystal will 
be trucked to the plant at Fusilier as 
required. 

Two separate products or grades of 
material will be made, the coarse 
| product for the paper industry and a 
. finer, purer product for use in the 
I glass and dye industries, especially in 
■ the latter.

North America made by Rockefeller Foundation that the Medical College of j 
the University of Toronto ranks first, with Harvard University second, John j 1 
Hopkins University, Baltimore, third, and McGill, Montreal, fourth, a truly j 
remarkable showing for Canada. Instead of Canadians having to go abroad 1 1 
■In order to obtain the best in University training, the reverse is true, and j 
hundreds of United States students are annuaily enrolled in Canadian instl- j 
tutions. Even from the British Isles come students to take the engineering j 1 
courses at McGill, and to pursue their medical studies in Canada. 

It was from the medical college of Toronto University that Dr. F. G, J 
Banting gave his wonderful discovery of insulin to the woridr while many of j 
the great engineering feats in Canada during the last fifty years, and ill other j 
parts of the world as well, are due to the genius of Canadian University j 
trained engineers. 

From the earliest days, education has been given the very forefront in j 
every Canadian programme. It has dominated the thought and inspired the 
policies of the Canadian people. The result is seen in tho character of the 
people, in the strength of our public institutions, and the growing f 
importance of Canada in world affairs. 

The younger universities of those Western Provinces are Worthily j 
upholding the traditions and standards of the older institutions and will play ] 
an equally important part In the upbuilding of the West and in tho j 
contributions they will make to the life of tho Dominion. Particularly in their 
research, survey, and extension departments is work of the most vital interest ! 
to this country being performed. The strides being made ir, the development 
of agriculture along scientific lines, and in overcoming plant pests, such as ! 
rust, will not only mean untold millions to the farmers of the West, but will 1 
result In a general raising of the standard of living, of cultural equipment, ! 
and of the level of prosperity throughout Canada.
